Thon ſhalt love thy Neighbour as thy Af On 
theſe two Commandments hang all the Law and the Pro- 
phetr. Agreeable to this is that of the Apoſtle, Tit. 2. 
12, Ge. The Grace of God that bringeth Salvation, hath 
appeared unto all Men, teaching us, that denying Ungod- 
lineſs and Worldly Luſte, we ſhould live ſoberly, righteouſly, 
and godly in this preſent World, looking for that bleſſed 
Hope, &c. Here is the Duty of the Law ſet upon its 
proper Baſis ; Viz. Faith in the Bleſſed Jeſus. To live 
ſoberly, righteouſly, and godly, with an Eye to that 
Jeſus who died for us, that he »right redeem us from all 
Iniquity. is that Goſpel Obedience to which we are un- 
der ſuch Obligations as no Power can diſpenſe with.

bas, 4 Son of Conſolation; Tho' he be an Apollos, Elo- 
quent and mighty in the Scriptures, his Qualifications 
may aggravate, but not prevent our Damnation, if 
nn Ty. een and diſobedient, St. Paul preach'd.

4. Tho' we hear with never ſo much Ozderſtanding. 
Indeed its our Duty to hear with underſtanding, but Know- 
ledge ſeparate from Practice will never fave us.

_ Purpoſe, Rom. 2. 17, 18, 19, Ge. Tgnorance is ſome- 
times admitted as an Excuſe, but what Effrontery is it to 
plead our Connuſance of the Law againſt an Indictment
